ANNUAL  REPORT 


Another  year  has  gone  by  with  Town  Meeting  and  spring  just  around  the  comer.  With  the 
assistance  of  many  of  you,  this  year  has  been  productive,  successful  and  our  Town  has 
moved  forward. 

The  highway  garage  was  completed  ahead  of  schedule  and  slightly  under  budget.  The 
highway  crew  has  transferred  operation  to  the  new  facility  and  the  building  is  being  totally 
utilized. 

Thanks  to  the  effort  of  the  Recreation  Commission  and  volunteers  the  swimming  platform 
and  shed  project  was  completed.  The  lighting  system  at  the  tennis  counts  was  also  placed 
in  working  order. 

The  new  cruiser,  for  the  Police  Department,  was  placed  into  service  during  the  summer. 
With  the  hiring  of  a  full  time  police  office  and  the  filling  of  all  our  part  time  positions,  both 
cruisers  have  been  very  active. 

The  Fire  Department  has  made  it  safer  for  our  volunteer  firemen  with  the  purchase  of  3 
additional  SCBA  air  packs  and  replacement  of  10  outdated  trucks. 

We  fmally  completed  the  full  reassessment  that  was  ordered  by  the  State  and  the  December 
tax  bills  reflected  the  update. 

The  Main  Street  project  should  begin  this  spring.  Plans  were  revisited,  modifications 
implemented,  and  easements  were  obtained.  Even  though  the  State's  share  has  significantly 
increased  since  the  project  started,  our  share  remains  at  $75,000,  which  has  already  been 
raised  and  set  aside. 

As  always  our  thanks  goes  out  to  all  who  volunteer  their  time  and  effort  throughout  the 
year.  Your  support  and  dedication  is  noted  and  appreciated  by  the  Selectmen  and  the 
citizens  of  this  great  little  town.  With  your  help,  we  look  forward  to  another  productive 
and  successful  year.

Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2003,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated 
January  16, 2004. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  auditing  standards  generally  accepted  in  the  United 
States  of  America.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  fi:ee  of  material  misstatement 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establishing 
and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by 
management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  internal  control  structure 
policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  structure  are  to  provide  management  with 
reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or 
disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and 
recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  general  purpose  financial  statements  in  accordance  with 
accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Because  of  inherent 
limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be 
detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to  fiiture  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that 
procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the 
design  and  operation  of  policies  and  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Francestown,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2003,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of 
the  internal  control  structure.  With  respect  to  the  internal  control  structure,  we  obtained  an 
understanding  of  the  design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in 
operation,  and  we  assessed  control  risk  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  an  opinion  on  the 
internal  control  structure.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  such  an  opinion. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in 
the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards  established  by  the 
American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the 
design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a 
relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  and  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to 
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the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely 
period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  We  noted  no  matters 
involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  However,  this  report  is  a 
matter  of  public  record,  and  its  distribution  is  not  limited.

The  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  123  emergency  calls  during  2003  (this  does 
not  include  drills,  meetings,  work  details  or  radio  check,  which  totaled  103). 

During  2003  we  had  7  firefighters  complete  an  EMT  course. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  selecting  the  appropriate  thermal  imaging  camera  for  the 
department.  Thanks  to  the  many  generous  donations  we  have  received  during  the  year, 
we  should  be  able  to  purchase  one  soon.

The  Auxiliary  membership  includes  a  total  of  39  members,  consisting  of  women  related  to 
a  member  of  the  Francestown  Volunteer  Fire  Department  (FVFD),  as  well  as  those  who 
have  joined  to  assist  the  Auxiliary  in  their  mission  to  support  the  FVFD.  Having  formally 
met  for  eleven  meetings,  rather  than  our  scheduled  five,  2003  was  one  of  our  busiest  years 
in  recent  history. 

Events  of  particular  note  this  year  include  the  following:  Linda  Abbott  stepped  down  as 
President,  after  capably  leading  the  organization  for  a  total  of  22  years.  Joan  Kullgren  was 
honored  by  the  Fire  Department  for  her  many  years  of  service  as  their  "unofficial  seamstress" 
at  the  Annual  Fire  Department  Appreciation  Dinner,  held  in  May.  She  has  made  alterations, 
and  affixed  countless  patches  and  lettering  on  bunker  gear  and  uniforms  for  members  over 
the  years.  For  the  fu-st  time  in  decades,  the  Auxiliary  entered  a  float  in  the  Labor  Day 
parade,  garnering  a  3"'  place  ribbon  in  the  Most  Original  category. 

During  the  year,  the  Auxiliary  was  called  on  to  supply  refi-eshments  for  firefighters  at 
extended  calls.  The  menu  included  such  items  as  the  traditional  home  made  Kullgren 
donuts,  ham  and  egg  English  muffin  sandwiches,  or  freshly  made  soup,  all  of  which  have 
made  the  Auxiliary  renown  for  feeding  the  firefighters  well  on  a  long  call. 

In  March  we  sold  refreshments  at  Town  Meeting.  We  also  prepared  and  served  our 
customary  corned  beef  dinner  at  the  Hillsborough  County  Forest  Fire  Warden  monthly 
meeting  in  March,  held  regularly  at  Francestown  Station. 

We  completed  our  2"''  year  sponsoring  semi-annual  Red  Cross  Blood  Drives,  held  at  the 
Francestown  Elementary  School  on  the  P'  Mondays  of  May  and  December.  The  established 
blood  drives  bring  donors  from  seven  area  communities,  and  attracts  regular  donors,  new 
donors,  and  donors  returning  from  a  hiatus  in  giving,  as  well! 

October  Fire  Prevention  activities  for  both  the  Auxiliary  and  FVFD  were  expanded  this 
year  to  include  the  Francestown  community  at  large.  Participating  with  the  FVFD  in  their 
'Fire  Prevention  and  Safety  Program'  in  the  Francestown  schools,  the  Auxiliary  provides 
apple  juice  and  homemade  cookies  for  everyone,  and  presents  a  gift  certificate  to  each 
school  for  a  book  on  this  same  topic.  Additionally,  the  Auxiliary  sponsored  a  month  long 
campaign,  "Keep  Your  Home  Safe".  Offered  in  collaboration  with  the  FVFD,  and  Edmund's 
Hardware,  the  project  promoted  safety  awareness  in  the  home  via  use  of  CO  and  smoke 
detectors,  and  fire  extinguishers.  An  opportunity  for  Francestown  residents  was  offered 
to  purchase  these  items  at  a  reduced  cost.  This  project,  which  included  an  opportunity  for 
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residents  to  have  a  complimentary  home  inspection  by  a  member  of  the  FVFD  for  proper 
placement  of  these  items,  was  so  successful  that  it  may  serve  as  a  pilot  for  other  fire 
companies.  We  also  assisted  with  the  well  attended  FVFD  Open  House. 

The  Auxiliary  was  called  upon  to  assist  with  catering  functions  at  the  Community  Church, 
the  Wiederhold  shared  birthday  party  in  October,  and  the  Open  House  for  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  new  highway  garage. 

Complimentary  copies  of  the  2004  Francestown  Telephone  and  Business  Directory, 
published  by  the  Auxiliary,  were  mailed  to  every  Francestown  resident  on  November  PM 
Additional  copies,  available  at  the  Library,  Town  Offices,  and  Village  Store  are  $3  per 
copy.  The  Directory  Project  includes  a  bi-annually  updated  edition,  and  plans  for  the  2006 
edition  are  already  underway. 

The  Auxiliary  is  indebted  to  Francestown  residents  for  their  continued  support  of  our 
endeavors.  Accomplishment  of  our  goals  is  reached  through  the  efforts  of  many.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  to  reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us 
assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is 
required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are  mandatory  for  all  outside  burning 
unless  the  ground  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done  (and  surrounding  area)  is  completely  covered 
with  snow.  Violations  of  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail,  in  addition  to 
the  cost  of  suppressing  the  fire. 

A  new  lavy  effective  January  I,  2003  prohibits  residential  trash  burning.  Contact  the  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  at  1-800-498-6868  or  www.des.state.nh.us  for 
more  information.  Please  make  note  of  above  law. 

Help  us  to  protect  you  and  our  forest  resources.  Most  New  Hampshire  wildfires  are  human 
caused.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around 
the  house  and  making  sure  that  the  house  number  is  correct  and  visible.  Contact  your  fire 
department  or  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forest  and  Lands  at  www.nhdfl.org  or  271-2217 
for  wildland  fire  safety  information.

TRYING  TO  PUT  A  WATERMELLON  INTO  A  MILK  BOTTLE 

Dealing  with  the  daily  spatial  requirements  of  the  Library  is  like  trying  to  fit  a 
watermelon  into  a  milk  bottle.  Continuing  to  grow  in  increasing  patrons  and  trying  to 
accommodate  the  increasing  use  of  the  Library  building  by  Community  groups  has 
continued  the  on-going  squeeze  again  this  year.  The  physical  space  of  the  Library 
remains  the  same,  a  problem  yet  to  be  solved. 

We  have  a  workable  solution.  The  Trustees,  the  architects  of  Dennis  Mires,  PA  of 
Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  and  the  appointed  Building  Committee  have,  over  the  past 
three  years,  completed  careful  and  thoughtful  research  to  develop  a  projected  design  for 
an  addition  to  the  existing  Library.  The  proposed  addition  and  the  continued  use  of  the 
present  structure  will  furnish  the  recommended  space  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the 
Town  Library. 

The  Hill  family  gave  the  present  building  to  the  Town  in  1923  to  be  used  as  a  library. 
The  Hill's  also  gave  additional  land,  adjoining  the  Library,  to  the  Town  in  1957.  The 
planned  design  for  the  addition  was  taken  from  an  old  photograph  of  a  bam  that  was 
once  part  of  the  property  and  is  in  keeping  with  the  established  ambiance  and  integrity 
of  our  historic  Main  Street. 

The  recent  Master  Plan  questionnaire,  concerning  the  fiiture  of  the  Library,  resulted  in  a 
large  majority  of  support  to  keep  the  Library  at  its  present  location  in  Town.  It  is  here 
where  the  Library  has  grown  and  flourished  in  the  heart  of  the  Community  for  8 1  years. 
We  are  seeking  funding  from  the  Community  members  at  large  and  are  applying  for 
available  grants  to  meet  the  estimated  cost  of  $1.6  million  for  the  proposed  addition.  No 
building  will  begin  until  all  the  necessary  funding,  to  complete  the  addition,  is  met. 

Once  again  we  remain  grateful  to  Director  Joan  Hanchett,  Children's  Librarian  Sarah 
Morgen,  and  the  staff  for  their  unfailing  knowledge,  commitment,  and  enthusiasm  in 
meeting  the  literary  needs  so  ably  of  our  ever-growing  Community  of  active  inquisitive 
minds  of  all  ages.  Also  we  want  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  the  Community  for 
its  encouragement  and  its  support  of  the  Library  as  it  grows  into  the  21"  century.  It  is 
tremendously  appreciated.  Thank  you.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

Throughout  the  year  Commission  members  have  participated  in  many  activities 
including  subdivision  and  wetland  application  review,  monitoring  easements,  dealing 
with  wetland  and  easement  violations,  attending  educational  workshops,  leading  a 
variety  of  hikes  that  included  two  moonlight  snowshoe  hikes,  several  after-school 
ones,  and  our  annual  Earth  Day  hike,  passed  out  seedlings  at  the  elementary  school 
and  have  also  worked  with  the  Planning  Board  on  plans  for  developing  an  updated 
Natural  Resource  Inventory  (NRI)  and  on  conservation  zoning  issues. 

There  is  strong  evidence  that  Francestown  residents  consider  open  space  protection 
and  its  associated  benefits  to  be  a  priority  for  consideration.  In  recognition  of  this  the 
Commission  has  endeavored  to  work  with  the  Planning  Board  as  they  develop  an 
Open  Space  Residential  Development  ordinance  that  recognizes  the  need  for  smart 
growth  that  will  encourage  the  protection  of  our  open  spaces,  natural  resources  and 
the  rural  quality  of  our  town.  We  plan  to  continue  to  work  closely  with  the  Planning 
Board  on  any  natural  resource  related  issues. 

The  Commission  has  initiated  a  project  to  protect  ecologically  significant  land  in  the 
Shattuck  Pond  and  Crotched  Mountain  areas.  At  2003  Town  meeting  we  received 
overwhelming  support  of  the  voters  towards  achieving  this,  with  $70,000  being 
approved  for  the  Conservation  Fund,  50  acres  of  the  old  Ski  Area  land  voted  to  be 
annexed  to  the  Town  Forest,  and  a  significant  amount  of  town-owned  lands  approved 
to  be  placed  under  conservation  easement.  To  follow  up  on  the  proposed  easements 
we  have  initiated  discussion  with  The  Society  for  the  Protection  of  NH  Forests  and 
have  had  a  preliminary  meeting  with  one  of  their  representatives.  There  has  been 
some  review  of  proposed  easement  language  and  we  have  requested  quotes  from 
surveyors  to  have  the  proposed  easement  area  and  town  forest  area  surveyed. 

A  59+/-  acre  parcel  of  land  with  1794  feet  of  frontage  on  Shattuck  Pond  was 
purchased  for  $200,000  with  the  Town  being  reimbursed  $87,500  by  a  grant  we 
received  from  the  Federal  Land  &  Water  Conservation  Fund  program.  The  acquisition 
of  this  property  with  the  attached  covenants  of  the  grant  agreement  will  ensure  that 
this  property  is  not  only  protected  from  development,  but  that  it  will  be  forever  open 
to  the  public  for  recreational  use.  This  acquisition  is  also  one  of  the  target  lots  for  the 
LCHIP  grant,  and  will  be  eligible  for  funds  reimbursement  through  that  program  when 
the  land  protection  project  is  completed. 

A  bargain  sale  agreement  was  successftilly  negotiated  with  Sam  Tamposi  Jr.,  of  SAT, 
Sr.  Limited  Partnership  for  198.9  acres  of  property  adjacent  to  the  Crotched  Mt.  Town 
Forest.  This  property  contains  significant  ecological  features  and  is  an  important  link 
to  other  conservation  land.  The  purchase  of  this  property  was  finalized  on  January  5* 
of  2004,  the  agreed  upon  selling  price  equaling  the  appraised  value  of  the  property  at 
$645,000,  with  the  Town  actually  paying  only  $150,000,  the  value  in  excess  of  that 
($495,000)  being  a  gift  from  the  sellers.  This  property  is  a  "match"  property  on  the 
LCHIP  grant  project. 
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An  agreement  was  also  reached  on  a  25-acre  parcel  of  land  owned  by  H&H  Investments 
LLC  on  the  southwest  end  of  the  Town  Forest  (formerly  Merrill  property).  This  has  also 
long  been  on  the  list  of  priorities  for  protection,  and  the  acquisition  of  this  parcel  will  be 
the  culmination  of  a  land  conservation  project  initiated  by  the  CC  more  than  14  years 
ago,  and  will  also  be  included  in  the  LCHIP  project  as  a  "match"  parcel.  The  proposed 
closing  date  for  this  property  is  April  of  2004. 

Although  approval  was  received  for  a  grant  through  the  NH  Land  &  Community 
Heritage  Investment  Program  (LCHIP)  there  have  been  some  changes  in  this  program 
due  to  fiinding  problems,  and  there  are  several  issues  that  will  need  to  be  resolved 
before  there  is  any  actual  receipt  of  funds.  One  of  the  issues  being  that  we  applied  for 
$500,000  in  ftinds  but  were  only  awarded  a  little  more  than  half  that,  leaving  us  with  a 
shortage  of  funding.  We  are  trying  to  find  creative  solutions  to  some  of  the  issues,  and 
continue  to  look  into  other  grant  possibilities.  We  have  completed  draft  copies  of 
stewardship/management  plans  required  for  the  LCHIP  program. 

Various  ongoing  management  activities  in  the  Town  Forests  continue  under  the 
supervision  of  consulting  forester  Dan  Cyr  of  Bay  State  Forestry,  and  with  help  and 
guidance  from  natural  resource  professionals  at  UNH  Cooperative  Extension  and  NH 
Fish  &  Game.  A  timber  harvest  was  completed  in  the  Merrill  Memorial  section  of  the 
forest  with  more  than  $60,000  net  income  received  that  helped  frind  this  years  land 
acquisitions.   Several  community  volunteers  assisted  Commission  members  with  the 
planting  of  40  Crabapple  trees  and  50  fruiting  shrubs  for  wildlife.  An  inventory  of  the 
wild  creatures  in  the  town  forests  has  been  initiated  by  CC  member  Polly  Freese  with  a 
list  of  the  birds  found. 

The  Recreational  Trail  Grant  project  was  completed  this  summer,  enabling  financial 
reimbursement  for  picnic  tables,  trail  maps,  trail  signs,  kiosks,  birding  shelters  and  bog 
bridges  that  have  been  added  to  the  Town  Forest.  On  behalf  of  the  Tovm,  the 
Commission  would  like  to  publicly  thank  all  the  tremendous  volunteers  who  participated 
in  this  project,  both  directly  and  indirectly.  Special  thanks  go  to  Jeff"Tarr  for  the  many, 
many  donated  hours  of  backbreaking  toil  and  to  Nathan  Sanderson  V  for  the  handsome 
map  brochure.  Maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  hiking  trails  in  the  Crotched  Mt. 
Town  Forest  is  an  ongoing  project.  For  the  third  year  in  a  row  we  sponsored  a  project 
for  NH  Trails  Day  in  July,  as  well  as  holding  our  own  "Trails  Day"  on  another  date. 

As  the  agency  specifically  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  the  proper  utilization  and 
protection  of  natural  resources  and  watersheds  within  our  town  as  well  as  with  the 
responsibility  to  keep  an  index  on  these  resources,  the  Conservation  Commission  is 
planning  to  initiate  an  updated  natural  resource  inventory.  We  hope  to  have  our  tax 
maps  updated  to  a  digital  format  that  will  be  compatible  with  current  GIS  databases. 
This  is  a  key  tool  for  future  town  planning. 

The  Commission  will  continue  to  work  on  various  issues  and  projects  throughout  the 
year  and  would  once  again  like  to  thank  the  community  for  its  continued  support.

9 1 1  maps  have  been  completed  and  are  available  thanks  to  the  Francestown  Volunteer 
Fire  Department  and  Mount  Crotched  Fire  Fighters  Association,  who  fully  funded  the 
project.  The  maps  are  being  reproduced  and  will  be  made  available  to  all  Emergency 
Service  Departments  including  mutual  and  surrounding  town  Fire  and  Police 
Departments,  State  Police,  ambulance  services,  dispatch  services,  etc. 

Local  and  regional  plans  are  being  developed  to  cover  potential  catastrophic  situations, 
not  only  in  Francestown  but  surrounding  areas. 

Emergency  Management  submitted  and  received  a  75/25  grant  from  FEMA  to  purchase 
a  portable  20-KW  diesel  generator.  The  generator  will  be  available  to  provide  electricity 
to  buildings  designated  as  emergency  shelters  for  lighting,  heat,  food  preparation,  and 
water  during  an  emergency  situation.  Since  we  currently  have  3  designated  emergency 
shelters,  the  generator  could  be  placed  at  any  of  the  3  locations  to  provide  needed 
services.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

As  in  past  years,  the  department's  calls  for  service  continued  to  climb.  We  answered 
over  2350  calls  in  2003.  The  ski  area  increased  the  officers'  workload,  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  in  the  form  of  traffic  enforcement. 

Two  new  officers  were  brought  on  board  and  we  are  actively  seeking  at  least  one  more 
individual  to  join  our  ranks.  The  department  hired  Steve  Bell  as  a  full  time  officer.  He 
is  primarily  workmg  during  the  daytime,  when  the  other  officers  are  not  available. 
Sergeant  Thomas  Thibeault,  who  has  worked  for  the  town  many  years,  took  a  short 
vacation  fi-om  the  department  and  has  returned  to  duty.  He  is  going  to  continue  his 
participation  in  the  local  school  programs  for  our  children,  as  in  past  years. 

We  are  staffing  about  14  to  16  hours  a  day  on  average  with  the  full  time  and  part  time 
officers.

dimensional  requirements  of  the  Ordinance.  In  each  case  the  power  of  the  Board  is 
strictly  limited  by  the  terms  of  the  Statutes  and  the  Ordinance.  Persons  wishing  to  bring 
a  matter  before  the  Board  should  examine  the  Ordinance  before  filing  an  application. 
Copies  of  the  Ordinance,  forms  for  applications,  information  on  filing  fees  and  costs  are 
available  at  the  Town  Offices.

ELECTIONS  &  APPOINTMENTS 

In  March  the  board  elected  Sarah  Pyle  as  Chairman  and  Bob  Lindgren  as  Secretary/Vice 
Chair,  each  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Peter  Zahn  was  reelected  as  chair  of  the  Completeness 
Review  Committee.  In  May  the  board  appointed  Larry  Johnson  to  a  3 -year  term  as  alternate 
member.  Robin  Samuelson  resigned  as  ahemate  member  and  in  January,  Stuart  Brock  was 
appointed  to  complete  her  term  (expiring  2005). 

PLANNING  &  ZONING 

During  past  last  year,  the  Planning  Board  completed  updates  to  the  town's  Site  Development 
Regulations;  completed  and  published  a  tabulation  of  the  Master  Plan  questionnaires 
distributed  town-wide  in  2002;  and  prepared  scope-of-work  reports  on  the  update  to  the 
town's  Master  Plan. 

As  part  of  our  work  on  the  Master  Plan  update,  the  Board  is  looking  at  the  town's  land 
resources.  The  board  hopes  to  identify  areas  of  town  in  which  managed  growth  and  creative 
planning  can  help  preserve  the  town's  character.  Town  planners  have  joined  the 
Conservation  Commission  in  its  request  to  have  the  town  tax  maps  digitized  in  order  to  aid 
us  in  this  effort. 

The  board  continues  to  work  on  an  Open  Space  Development  ordinance  to  replace  the 
existing  Cluster  Option  in  the  town's  zoning  regulations  and  hopes  to  have  a  proposal 
before  voters  at  next  year's  town  meeting.

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CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PLAN 
SIX  YEAR  (2004-2009) 

The  Town's  Capital  Improvement  Plan  (CIP),  which  was  updated  in  January  of  2004, 
serves  three  basic  functions: 

1 .  First  and  foremost,  the  CIP  is  a  valuable  planning  tool,  which  should  help  the 
Town  to  anticipate,  prioritize,  coordinate  and  manage  its  capital  expenditures. 

2.  The  CIP  will  provide  part  of  the  basis  for  developing  an  impact  fee  system,  which 
will  require  a  developer,  under  certain  circumstances,  to  offset  some  of  the  increased 
cost  to  the  Town  necessitated  by  his  project. 

3 .  The  CIP  will  be  essential  for  the  development  of  any  growth  management  ordinances, 
if,  in  the  future,  the  Town  should  determine  growth  management  to  be  necessary. 

In  preparing  this  year's  CIP,  the  Planning  Board  set  the  following  objectives: 

1 .  Limit  net  spending  to  $325  -  350,000  in  2004  and  annual  increases  over  the  life  of 
the  plan  to  3%  or  less,  in  line  with  projected  inflation. 

2.  Restore  a  balance  in  the  under-fimded  highway  equipment  reserve  adequate  to  meet 
scheduled  purchases  through  2009  -  using  $100,000  of  undesignated  fund  surplus. 

3.  Free  up  funds  for  other  capital  reserve  appropriations  by  applying  an  additional 
$100,000  of  undesignated  fund  surplus  (without  drawing  the  fund  below  levels 
recommended  by  the  state)  to  completion  of  the  highway  garage  project  and  other 
unanticipated  maintenance. 

The  result  is  a  spending  plan,  net  of  withdrawals  from  capital  reserves,  of  $322,600  in 
2004  compared  to  actual  net  spending  of  $326,200  last  year. 

The  main  difference  between  the  CIP  and  the  actual  warrants  appears  to  lie  in  different 
assessments  of  the  adequacy  of  the  highway  equipment  reserves  to  meet  needs  over  the 
life  of  the  plan.  The  majority  of  Selectmen  are  of  the  opinion  that  replacement  costs  and 
needs  will  be  significantly  less  than  those  reflected  in  the  plan.  Further,  they  believe  that 
all  other  reserves,  except  one  for  town  buildings,  are  adequately  funded  for  the  purposes 
intended.  It  is  their  intention  to  instead  retain  approximately  $530,000  of  fund  surplus  to 
offset  the  tax  rate  this  fall,  as  well  as  in  future  years. 

Specifics  of  the  2004  CIP  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  are  listed  in  Column 
2  of  Exhibit  1  on  the  next  page.  Also  included  in  Exhibit  1  are  the  warrants  as  actually 
proposed  by  the  departments  and/or  the  Selectmen.  The  Planning  Board  believes  that 
the  success  of  the  CIP  depends  upon  interdepartmental  support  and  cooperation,  the 
formal  articulation  of  town  policies  and  goals  and  a  concerted  effort  to  keep  voters  fully 
informed.  This  summary  is  provided  to  assist  you  in  your  decision  making  at  Town 
Meeting.  If  you  would  like  a  copy  of  the  complete  plan  or  have  any  questions  about  the 
plan  and  how  it  is  prepared,  please  contact  the  Planning  Board.

There  were  40  building  permits  issued:  12  houses,  2  bams,  9  additions,  4  porches,  1 
deck,  3  garages,  2  commercial  maintenance  buildings,  7  sheds. 

There  were  1,046  registered  voters  in  town:  393  Republicans,  208  Democrats,  443 
Undeclared,  1  Green  Party,  and  1  DFL. 

TPR  Development  Company  became  the  new  owners  of  Tory  Pines  in  October. 

In  November,  Jason  and  Jennifer  Martel  purchased  the  Francestown  Village  Store. 

Crotched  Mountain  Ski  area  re-opened  in  December.  While  the  buildings  are  in 
Bennington,  a  portion  of  the  trails  and  lifts  are  located  in  Francestown. 

Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  introduced  the  Whittemore  Historical 
Lecture  Series.  This  program  was  made  possible  by  a  generous  donation  fi-om  the  family 
of  Frederick  and  the  late  Frances  Whittemore.  Lectures  held  included:  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places  in  March,  Sylvester  H  Roper,  Francestown  Inventor  of  the  Motorcycle 
in  May,  They  Sawed  Up  a  Storm  in  July,  and  Barns  of  Francestown  in  November.  FIHS 
sponsored  the  86*  Labor  Day  Weekend  Celebration.  Beatrice  Constantineau,  103  years 
old  and  a  Francestown  native,  returned  to  be  the  Grand  Marshall  of  the  parade.  The 
parade  theme  was  Do  It  Yourself.  Historical  Rooms  were  open  July  19*  in  conjunction 
with  the  memorial  tribute  to  Lt  Carl  W  Peterson,  Labor  Day,  the  2"^*  Saturday  every 
month,  and  by  appointment. 

Oak  Hill  Grange  #32  had  21  members  including  6  golden  sheaf  members  (members  for 
50+  years).  The  master  was  Merle  Jones.  Citizen  of  the  Year  Award  was  presented  to  BJ 
Carbee  for  her  work  as  public  assistance  administrator  and  president  of  FIHS.  Virginia 
Twombley  was  presented  her  50-year  pin.  Mary  Clark,  a  member  for  over  50  years 
passed  away  March  11,  2003.  The  Grange  catered  the  reception  after  the  memorial 
service  and  participated  in  the  burial.  Special  programs  included:  Meet  the  Candidates 
Night  on  February  3rd  and  the  dictionary  project.  This  project  is  a  5-year  commitment  to 
provide  a  dictionary  for  every  3"*  grader.  The  dictionary  is  the  child's  personal  property. 
In  May  2003  they  presented  dictionaries  to  3"*  graders  in  Francestown  and  Hancock.  In 
December  2003,  they  presented  dictionaries  to  3"*  graders  in  Francestown  and  Hancock. 
In  conjunction  with  the  Antrim  Grange  who  is  giving  dictionaries  to  Antrim  and 
Bennington,  all  students  entering  Great  Brook  School  over  the  next  5  years  will  own 
their  ovm  dictionaries. 

The  Old  Meeting  House  had  41  annual  members  and  279  lifetime  members.  Programs 
held  at  OMH  included:  a  violin  recital  by  students  of  Candy  Wharton  in  the  spring,  7* 
annual  Verdant  Visions  in  April,  Labor  Day  Vespers  and  open  house  (including  ice 
cream  sundaes)  in  September,  and  Odds  Bodkin  with  Dark  Tales  of  the  Supernatural  in 
October.  Eleven  weddings  and  3  memorial  services  were  held  at  OMH  during  the  year. 
Restoration/renovation  projects  included  the  addition  of  handrails  to  the  front  entrance, 
re-covering  pew  cushions  and  weather-stripping  windows.  OMH  continues  to  search  for 
memorabilia  and  other  items  related  to  the  building.  After  20  years  of  loyal  service  to 
the  OMH,  Derald  Radtke  resigned  as  president.  A  "Radtke  Recognition  Fund"  which 
will  be  funded  by  donations,  was  started  in  his  honor  and  announced  at  the  annual 
meeting.  ^2 


There  were  2  churches  meeting  in  town.  The  Francestown  Community  Church  on  Main 
St,  continued  its'  search  for  a  new  minister.  The  Village  Baptist  Church,  officiated  by 
Pastor  Andrew  Dean  met  at  the  elementary  school. 

There  were  85  students,  K-4'''  grades  enrolled  in  Francestown  Elementary  School  as  of 
October  P'  and  17  home  schooled  students. 

New  Holland  Vineyard  School,  an  alternative  educational  school  serving  grades  5 
through  8,  had  an  enrollment  of  5  students.  Students  came  from  Francestown,  New 
Boston,  Troy  and  Peterborough. 

There  were  2  pre-schools  in  town.  Joyful  Tikes,  a  private  school,  had  an  enrollment  of 
12  students,  aged  3-5  years,  from  the  Francestown  and  Bennington  communities.  They 
meet  3  mornings  a  week.

The  garden  club  announced  a  new  scholarship  of  $500  to  a  Francestown  student  who  is 
interested  in  environmental  studies.  Sarah  Uhl  was  the  first  recipient  of  the  scholarship 
in  June. 

Pleasant  Pond  Players  presented  Summer  Shorts  in  September. 

Francestown  Community  Theatre  presented  Plaza  Suite  in  November.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

Residents  of  all  ages  were  able  to  participate  in  a  variety  of  recreational  activities  with 
the  continued  support  of  volunteers. 

Over  60  children  participated  in  one  or  more  of  the  summer  camps,  including  track  and 
field,  soccer,  basketball,  tennis  and  skateboarding.  Thirty-four  (34)  children  took  part  in 
the  Red  Cross  Swim  program  at  Scoby  Pond.  The  Town  Beach  was  improved  this  year 
and  its  Lifeguard  Station  was  replaced  by  a  larger  structure  for  more  adequate  storage. 

Clearing  of  brush  at  the  recreation  fields  was  done  to  allow  for  better  visibility  between 
the  sports  fields  and  the  road.  Water  lines  were  installed  for  minor  field  maintenance 
and  much  needed  drinking  water.  The  baseball  league  continues  to  flourish  under  Mark 
Coutourier  and  Donna  Noonan,  serving  boys  and  girls  ages  6  to  12. 

The  tennis  and  hard  court  lights  were  repaired  or  replaced.  A  permanent  mud  volleyball 
court  was  installed  next  to  the  soccer  field  and  can  be  flooded  to  provide  safe  ice- 
skating  in  the  winter. 

Ongoing  adult  programs  continue  to  be  well  attended  and  include  aerobics,  yoga  and 
clogging.  The  Recreation  Commission  also  sponsors  events  at  the  Town  Hall,  such  as 
the  Haunted  House  for  Halloween  and  periodic  dances.

The  Miller  Brothers  did  an  excellent  job, 
including  the  restoration  of  two  stonewalls  abutting  the  new  section.  The 
Commissioners  requested  the  balance  of  money  voted  on  for  this  project  to  be  rolled- 
over  into  2004,  to  be  applied  towards  expenses  of  maps  designating  burial  lots  and 
plantings.  The  Selectmen  were  in  agreement. 

Our  cemeteries  are  in  serious  need  of  refurbishing.  Therefore,  our  budget  for  the 
ensuing  year  will  show  an  increase.  Our  ultimate  plan  is  to  bring  maintenance  and 
repair  of  the  cemeteries  to  a  reasonable  and  realistic  cost. 

Regretfully,  the  decision  was  made  to  remove  the  crypt,  as  it  was  in  need  of  too  much 
repair,  and  at  too  great  a  cost.  The  large  slate  door  and  its  hinges  have  been  saved.  Any 
suggestions  as  to  how  we  can  exhibit  them  in  a  unique  manner  are  welcomed. 

We  are  well  aware  of  the  need  to  replace  the  chain  link  fencing  at  #3  cemetery,  which 
has  been  a  long-standing  issue  discussed  at  Town  meeting,  with  poor  results.  A  great 
deal  of  time  was  spent  researching  alternatives.  Discussion  will  be  presented  at  Town 
meeting. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  Martha  Eisenberg  and  Sara  Cox,  for  their  many 
hours  of  hard  work  cleaning  out  scruff,  pruning  shrubbery  and  planting  donated  bulbs.
